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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claims 8 and 9 depend from a cancelled claim 4, which renders the claims 
indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 8 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kahre. Kahre shows a disposable cover (30) comprising a substantially 
rectangular cut piece of paper comprising a first edge and a second edge opposite thereof, 
whereby the paper is folded mid way across its longitudinal axis such that first portions of the 
first edge overlap second portions of the first edge and a first portions of the second edge 
overlaps second portions of the second edge, and are joined together forming an open end (50). 
The cover may inherently be used for receiving at least a portion of a chair. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-3, 5-7, and 9-21 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kahre. Kahre shows the use of a bio-degradable paper. Kahre shows all of 
the teachings of the claimed invention except the cover comprising, non- woven, fire and tear 
resistant paper having convex and concave edges, 40GSM of paper, color fast paper and having a 
size between 1 .0-1.4 meters. It would have an obvious matter of design choice to modify the 
paper from a non-woven, tear or fire resistant paper, with edges to have a convex and/or a 
concave shape and an image thereon, since applicant has not disclosed that a non- woven, tear 
and fire resistant paper with concave and convex shaped edge with an image thereon solves any 
stated problem and it appears that the paper as taught by Kahre would perform equally well. 
Furthermore, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to have the cover of Kahre 
to comprise 40GSM of non- woven paper and to be color fast with a size between 1.0-1.4 meters, 
since applicant has failed to show any criticality of having a cover comprising 40 GSM of non 
woven paper, or color fast paper and it has been held that a mere change in the size of a 
component is well within the scope of one of ordinary skill in the art. Kahre has disclosed that 
the edges may be sealed by other means which one of ordinary skill in the art would have used 
adhesive as a design choice for a means for joining the edges. The method steps as recited 
would have been incorporated within the use of the invention as taught by Kahre. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3,5-21 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
